Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—{Spe- 


cia].]—President Coolidge is reluctant 


to have the United States take a hand 


in the latest move for a final solution 
of the German reparations problem. 

If it ig decided that there should be 
American representatives on the pro- 
posed new commission the President 
hopes that all of its members will be 


free to exercise their judgment as ex- 
perts unmhampered by instructions | 


from thelr governments. 


From Cable Dispatches. 

Thus far this government has re- 
ceived no official communication ad- 
vising of the fact that American rep- 
resentatives are desired on the com: 
mission, From cable dispatches it is 
assumed that American participation 
in the plan is to be requested on a 
basis similar to that followed in mak- 
ing up the Dawes commission. The 
three Americans on that commission, 
Charlies G. Dawes, Owen D. Young, 
and Henry M. Robinson, did not rep- 
resent the United States officially but 
sanction was given by the United 
States government to their designa- 
tion. . 

The President would prefer that this 
country should keep its hands out of 
the German reparations problem. This 
is distinctly a European question, he 
believes, and as such ought to be de- 
termined by BPuropeans. However, 
the President recognizes that it may 
be considered advisable that approval 
should be given to the selection of 
Americans on the new commission, 

Does Not Interfere. 

If such consent ts given, the Presi- 
dent hopes there will be a realization 
that this country does not interfere 
in matters of primary concern to other 
nations, unless it is obliged to dnd 
that a situation of this sort required 
intervention in Central American coun- 
tries. 

The President believes that the ex- 
perts of each of the countries should 
be left free tO exercise their own 
judgment. He thinks that no instruc- 
tions should be given by any nation 
to its experts that it'is willing to 
agree to any particular determina- 
tion. If an expert commission is to 
be selected the President feels that its

THIRTEEN MONTHS FOR 1933. 
The first year of Chicago’s second century, and 
all the years thereafter, will have thirteen months, 
twenty-eight days in each month, with each month

CORN PAPER. 


Corn paper, down in Danville, IL, will be wel- 


eral. They will see in the experiment one more 
effort to use the product of the farm efficiently, to 
raise the farmer's economic status, to save the 
forests and to provide supplies of paper that will 
be continuous. Paper once came from farm. 
The ruins of the mills still stand along the Fox 
river, at St. Charles, and in other regions, where 
rye straw became paper. And paper again may be 


the farmer who will get $3 to $5 per acre for his 
stalks will be one of the great gainers. As news 
print the corn paper is not yet wholly eatisfactory, 
but as soda-pulp paper for magazines it well may 
become’ important. Cornstalka, say the Danville 
experts, are 45 per cent cellujose, and a 50 ton pulp 
mill can run on 30,000 acres of cornstalkse. Corn- 
stalks for a ton of pulp cost about $25, and the 
corn of either Illinois or Iowa can supply the na 
tion’s paper needs. With effitient manufacture 
and good management the paper industry in the 
middle west may come into its own. 

The first book printed on corn paper made its 
appearance earty in December tn New York. The 
first newspaper, including rotogravure, made out 
of corn pulp came out a week ago. Corn paper

first time in America literary history, 
I believe, that a long narrative poem 
has had such a sale); “ Clair Ambler,” 
by Booth Tarkington; “ Point, Counter 
Point,” by Aldous Huxley; “Swan 
Song,” by John Galsworthy, and “ The 
Green Murder Case,” by 8.

There are a few cumulative sales 
over the last few years which are ex- 
tremely interesting.

Clair Adams, of which “ Light of the 
World” is this year’s, have sold over 
200,000. A 60 volume high school ed- 
ucational course published by Halde- 
mann Julius in their little blue book 
series has sold 256,000 this year. The 
assorted volumes of Eddie Guest's 
verse have sold 195,000. “ Elbert Hub- 
bard's Scrap Book” (1923) and “ The 
Note Book of Elbert Hubbard,” pub- 
lished last year, have sold 414,000 
and 135,000 respectively. But those 
are groups of books. The _ great- 
est thrill is in recently published 
single books which have whooped up 
a big sale. *“‘ We,” by Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, published last year, tops the 
list of them ail with 365,000 to date. 
“The Story of Philosophy ” (1926), by 
Will Durant, is in its third: hundred 
thousand; “ Elmer Gantry,’ published 
last year, by Sinclair .Lewis, has a 
sale of 260,000 chalked up to its credit, 
and “ Trader Horn,” also a last year’s 
product, has swooped well over the 
200,000 mark. 

And perhaps the most startling of 
all the sales statistics is the fact that 
four children’s books, two of them 
poetry and two prose, by one writer, 
A. A. Milne, have during only four 
years sold over 1,000,000 copies. 

As for the best sellers which have 
not made the grade of joindag the 
100,000 club (and is a startling 
and tremendous e; in most cases 
25,000 delights publishers and authors 
alike), here is the one most popular 
book on each publisher's list:

One of the most intriguing ques- 
tions in the book business is what 
makes a best seller? Why, for in- 
stance, should “The Bridge of San 
Luis Rey” be in every list one year 
and “That Printer of Udell’s,” by 
Harold Bell Wright, another? Or why 
should “Main Street” walk into the 
four hundred thousand class when its) 
author was known to only a few read- 
ers, and when it was a story of a 
very dull woman and her maladjust- 
ment to life? Why should “The 
Story of Philosuphy,” after being 
turned down by one publishing house 
after another, suddenly leap to the 
head of all nonfiction as a seller? 
Apparently the single book which 
has sold in the largest quantities dur- 
ing the year in Chicago is the 1928 
Linebook, edited by Shelby Little. In 
the whole United States the best seller 
has been “The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey.” It was published late last year, 
and this year 200,000 copies of it have 
been sold, making a total sale of 230,-

WARNS AGAINST 
OVERPRODUCTION 


1929 Conservation. 
{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
New York, Dec. 21.—A warning 


oll in 1929 is given in the most recent 
issue of the magazine, The Lamp, 
official.organ of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey. | 

Despite voluntary conservation of 
oil in certain fields during 1928, The 


Lamp estimates that the industry 
added during the year 30,000,000 bar- 


surplus of 540,000,000 barrels reported 
at the close of 1927. 
The magazine goes on to say that 
at the present rate of production, the 
carry over volume will be swelled by 
60,000,000 more barrels during 1929, 
or twice the amount of oil stored this 
year. Such a result, The Lamp con- 
tinues, would do away with the com- 
paratively healthy situation that pre- 
vailed during 1928 and would provoke 
danger of much lower prices. 


Supply May Increase. 
‘“ Supposing that conservation is not 
more generally practiced, there may 
be a total supply of crude and casing 
head gasoline next year 80,000,000 
barrels in excess of the supply for 
1928,” says The Lamp. “ Besides this, 
there must be taken inte ‘account in- 
creased refining capacity adjacent to 
Venezuela of 1,000 .barrels a day. 
Considering the total consumption 
of crude and products for last year 
and allowing for an increase of 4 per 
cent in the coming year, it appears 
that the industry may have to store 


products, or twice the excess for 1928. 
“It is evident that we shall see an 
increase in gasoline production, both 
from straight run and cracking op- 
erations, besides being in competition 
with the Venezuela refineries. ‘On the 
basis of figures for the last month 
available, viz., October, cracked gaso- 
line is being produced at the rate of 
138,000,000 barrels per annum, and a 
large increase is in sight from this 
source. Because of low fuel oil prices 
it has become cheaper to produce gaso- 
line through cracking than from 
straight distillation of crude. 

Would Fleod Market. 


“Tf the 80,000,000 barrels of addi- 
tional raw material in sight next 

are run the gasoline market will be 
flooded and the industry will have 
some 60,000,000 barrels of crude oil 
or its equivalent to store. That would 
mean, instead of a fairly healthy 
situation which has prevailed in the 
gasoline market for a year, there 
‘would be a large oversupply and a 
probability of much lower prices. 

“The consumption of gasoline last 
year, including exports, was about 
390,000,000 barrels: for next year it 
may reach 425,000,000 barrels.”

_to Be Found 
in This Story

So the Waldorf-Astoria is coming 
down!

The Manu- 
facturers at present has thirty offices 
located throughout Greater New York 
and Interstate has eight, and these 
with the offices of the State Bank and 
Trust company will give the enlarged 
institution a total of fifty-five offices, 
situated in the principal centers of the 
city. ; 

No announcement was as to 
the terms of the merger but it is un- 
derstood an increase in the capital 
stock of Manufacturers will be decid- 
ed on shortly with subscription rights 
to be issued to the stockholdefs of 
that institution prior to the !/ actual 
putting through of the consolidation.
